At this conference held to mark 
Victory Day, I am once again meeting 
you, the esteemed war veterans who 
achieved this great, historic triumph. 
Such is my happiness that I cannot find 
the words to express my feelings. 

We are honoured that you, our 
precious teachers, are attending this 
conference. 

In marking the 67th anniversary 
of victory in the great Fatherland 
Liberation War, I, on behalf of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea and 
the government, extend warm 
congratulations to the participants in 
this conference and to the other war 
veterans and people who performed 
distinguished wartime service. 

I also extend our noble respects to 
the revolutionary martyrs, both sung 
and unsung, who sacrificed their precious lives in 
the sacred war for achieving the reunification and 
independence of their country and the freedom and 
happiness of their fellow people. 

Availing myself of this opportunity, I also extend 
my noble respects to the martyrs and veterans of 
the Chinese People’s Volunteers who set such 
a genuine example of militant friendship by 
spilling their blood to support our people in their 
revolutionary war. 

Esteemed comrade war veterans,

It is our Party’s mind always to see those who 
performed immortal exploits that are recorded 
in our country’s history, and to make known 
and honour their heroism. This conference is an 
important opportunity for demonstrating at home 
and abroad the unanimous desire and will of our 
Party and all our people to more vividly hand down 
to posterity the exploits of the war veterans and to 
carry forward the fighting spirit of the 1950s so that 
our forerunners’ noble aspirations are translated 
without fail into reality. 

The distinguished exploits performed by the 
victorious wartime generation of the 1950s under the 
leadership of the great leader Comrade Kim I Sung 
and the spiritual wealth and assets they have 
bequeathed to the following generations have, 
with the passing of the years, become so precious 
that they are now priceless. The major, profound 
significance of July 27 Victory Day in modern 
history goes beyond the fact that a country and 
nation defended their dignity and sovereignty in 


a battle against foreign aggressors and created 
a military miracle that shines in the annals of 
warfare. 

The great Fatherland Liberation War was a grim 
war in which we defended our nascent Republic 
and the destiny and future of the tens of millions 
of our people; moreover, fought at the start of 
the Cold War that followed the Second World 
War, it was also the first all-out war between the 
forces aspiring after independence and those of 
domination, and between socialism and capitalism. 
As such, the confrontation was unprecedented in its 
severity and significance. Our new-born Republic 
was no match for the enemy in any respect, 
whether military hardware or economic strength, 
population or territory; yet in this war we halted 
the military offensive of the US imperialists, who 
had boasted of being the “strongest” in the world, 
and their vassal forces and, at the cost of our blood, 
defended our territory and sovereignty.

the world under their domination, would not have 


been stopped. The great significance 
of July 27 is also that it defined the 
orientation of the new, great history 
of the postwar socialist revolution 
and construction, created the proud 
traditions and wealth based on which 
our country and people could achieve 
lasting victory, transformed the global 
political landscape, and _ forcefully 
propelled the trend of the times towards 
independence and socialism. 

The victory in the Fatherland 
Liberation War was the victory of the 
noble patriotism and mass heroism of 
the service personnel of the Korean 
People’s Army and our people, the 
victory of justice and progress over 
injustice and reaction, and the victory 
of socialism, the future of mankind, 
over capitalism, the dregs of history. 

The Fatherland Liberation War made 
people clearly aware of, and determined 
never to forget, the aggressive and 
brutal nature of US imperialism; 
everyone on this land lost a parent, a 
brother or sister, a precious comrade- 
in-arms or friend, and suffered dreadful 
misfortune and pain. Yet, thanks to the 
legendary exploits of the victorious 
wartime generation, who overcame all 
the trials and agony, the great spirit of 
defending the country and revolution 
was forged, and our people developed 
unrivalled and uniquely powerful 
traits of heroism, self-sacrifice and 
fortitude. 

Our victorious wartime generation is a proud 
generation that, by devoting their lives and 
blood, created a new chapter in carrying forward 
the Korean revolution, and that developed the 
revolutionary spirit of Paektu into a mass ideology. 
Thanks to the service personnel who defended 
every inch of their motherland at the cost of their 
blood, bolstered by the steely faith that they were 
sure to emerge victorious as long as they were led 
by Comrade Kim I] Sung, and to the people on 
the home front who dedicated their all to victory in 
the war by displaying the spirit of unity around the 
leader, the unfailing spirit of fighting the enemy 
to the death, and the revolutionary spirit of self- 
reliance with which they made weapons with 
their bare hands, heroic Korea could display its 
true mettle. That is why our Party holds in such 
high esteem and gives such prominence to the 
victorious wartime generation who triumphed at 
the cost of their blood amid the flames of war, and 
honours them as a proud generation who laid the 
cornerstone on which our revolutionary traditions 
could be carried forward.

Thanks to our reliable and effective self-defensive 
nuclear deterrent, there will be no more war on this 
land, and the security and future of our Republic 
are guaranteed for all time. 

Every year, generation after generation, we 
celebrate July 27, but this year, when our Republic 
has secured a strategic position the world cannot 
ignore but must recognize, the day brings us special 
emotions, and the significance of the victory in the 
war and the exploits performed by the war veterans 
have become more valuable and a greater source of 
pride than ever before. 


Comrades, 

Many years have passed and much has changed 
since the guns fell silent, yet the noble spirit 
displayed by the war martyrs and veterans remains, 
encouraging our people to renew their struggle.

the time 
when a campaign 
was being waged 
to completely 
check the inroads 
of the worldwide 


pandemic, an 
unexpected event 
happened in 
Kaesong City 
in which a man 
suspected of 
having been 


infected with the 
virulent virus came 
back on July 19 
illegally crossing 
the Military 
Demarcation Line, 
three years after 
he had smuggled 
himself into south 
Korea. 

The anti-epidemic 
authorities said 
that with several 
medical tests of 
the secretion of the 
intruder’ s upper 
airway and _ blood _ suggesting 
possibilities of infection, he was put 
under strict quarantine as a primary 
step and all the people in Kaesong City 
who had contacted him and those who 
had been to the city over the last five 
days are being thoroughly checked out, 
medically examined and quarantined 
with the help of the relevant sector. 

The Political Bureau of the Central 
Committee of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea convened an emergency 
enlarged meeting in the office 
building of the WPK Central 
Committee on July 25 as regards 
the dangerous situation in Kaesong 
City that might cause a deadly and 
destructive disaster. 

Kim Jong Un, chairman of the 
WPK, chairman of the State Affairs 
Commission of the DPRK and 
supreme commander of the armed 
forces of the DPRK, attended the 
meeting. 

The meeting was also attended 
by members and alternate members 


Central Committee. 

Present there as observers were 
members of the Central Emergency 
Anti-epidemic Headquarters. 

Leading Party and administrative 
officials of the Cabinet, ministries 
and national agencies, members of the 
executive committees of provincial 
Party committees and senior officials 
of the  provincial-level leading 
institutions were present in the video 
conference rooms as observers. 

Upon authorization of the Political 
Bureau of the WPK _ Central 
Committee, Chairman Kim Jong Un 
presided over the meeting. 

Despite the intense preventive 
anti-epidemic measures taken in all 
fields throughout the country and 
tight closure of all the channels for 
the last six months, he said, a critical 
situation occurred in which the 
vicious virus could have entered the 
country. He referred to the fact that 
a preemptive measure was taken on 
the afternoon of July 24 immediately 


off Kaesong City and isolate each 
district and region of it. 

To address the present situation, 
he declared a state of emergency in 
the relevant area and clarified the 
determination of the Party Central 
Committee to raise the level of the 
state emergency anti-epidemic system 
to the top and issue the red alert. 

He specified tasks for each sector 
which should immediately be 
implemented by Party and working 
people’s organizations, power, public 
security and state security organs 
and anti-epidemic and public health 
institutions. 

The meeting unanimously adopted a 
decision of the Political Bureau of the 
WPK Central Committee on raising 
the level of the state emergency anti- 
epidemic system to the top. 

He instructed all the participants to 
immediately organize work to carry 
out the decision of the Political Bureau 
of the Party Central Committee 
in their fields and units, and Party

He underscored 
the need to 
thoroughly maintain 
strict organizational 
discipline and 
ensure the unity in 
action and thinking 
throughout the 
Party and society, to 
keep order by which

According to him, this pine- 
nut forest has been cultivated 
by the students of Masan Senior 
Middle School in Ryongsong

of hectares,” said Mun Chang 
Ho, principal of the school. 

The students in those days, 
who are now grandfathers and 
grandmothers, share the joy 
of harvest together with their 
grandchildren every year as 
they tell them the story about 
the planting and growing of the 
trees at that time like a legend. 

“When I wanted to know how 
this mountain could thickly be 
wooded with pine-nut trees, my 
teacher told me that the mountain 
is suitable for the growth of pine- 
nut trees that like cool places and 
that the green forest owes much 
to the sincerity of the generations 
of our grandparents and fathers 
and mothers,” said Jo Hyon A, 
a third-year student of senior 
class. 

Broad _ bellflower, — lance 
asiabell, bracken and _ other 
edible herbs grow thickly on 
the mountain along with pine- 
nut trees.

Graduates of our school write in 
their letters that they miss their 
native village thickly wooded 
with pine-nut trees and that they 
will live uprightly to have no 
feeling of shame in front of their 
native place,” said teacher Kim 
Yong Hak.

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Large tomb in 
Ryonggang 


In Ryonggang County of 
Nampho, there is a Koguryo 
tomb with murals from the 5th 
century. 

The large tomb in Ryonggang, 
whose chamber is arranged on 
the ground, was built with flat 
rubble stones, with its ceiling 
covered with a plain rock and 
its walls and ceiling plastered 
with lime. 

The chamber consists of an 
inner passage, front compartment, 
corridor, two niches and an inner 
compartment. 

There are two niches on both 
sides of the corridor leading from 
the front compartment to the inner 
compartment, and the walls and 
ceiling of the chamber had been 
full of murals whose most parts 
faded away. Pillars, headspaces 
and beams are painted on the 
four walls of the front and inner 
compartments to decorate them 
like rooms and, especially, beam 
and propping timber are also 
drawn above the headspace on the 
walls of the front compartment to 
make them look more lifelike. 


wall of the front compartment 
are a portrait and castle map. 

There are three gate lofts on 
the castle map and the centre loft 
is a big two-storey high building 
with curving roof tiles, while the 
other two lofts at its both sides 
are low and small ones in the 
same kind as compared to that 
in the middle. 

There are pavilions at 
each corner of the castle and 
ornaments on the roof ridge of 
the lofts and pavilions. 

Walls are also roofed with 
curving tiles and the road to the 
inside of the castle is paved. 

There are a picture of phoenix 
on the western wall of the 
inner compartment, and those 
of birds and patterns of cloud, 
lotus flower and firework on the 
ceiling. 

The tomb offers a lot of 
information for studying the social 
relationship, castle, architecture 
and painting of Koguryo. 

It was inscribed on the World 
Cultural Heritage list.
